There was a political surprise sprung on 


the people of the First Massachusetts 
congressional district today when 
the 


morning papers were found to contain an 
autuorative 
statement irom 
Senator 


George P. Lawrence to the effect that he 
was not disposed to be a congressional 
candidate. No political event in years 
had so surprised and disappointed the Re- 
publicans (and we dare say rnauy Demo- 
crats) of Northern Berkshire as did this 
announcement. It came like a bolt out of 
the clear skies of Berkshire politics. It 
took the political breath out of every man 
when he first learn* d of it. 


Groups of men discussed it on the 


streets. Local politicians all day have 
been asking what it means. Other candi- 
dates in the district, who were completely 
surprised, have already headed for Berk- 
shire arid its support. The congressional 
situation has simply been turned upside 
down and shaken out during the last 24 
hours, and "Where are we at?" is che 
question in the district. 


Senator Lawrence Friday authorized 


the statement that he fully appreciates 
the urgent request that he become a can" 
didate for the Republican nomination for 
coD»re«s in the 1st district. He is very 
grateful for the cordial expression of good 
will and confidence which has accompa- 
nied that request, 
and in especially 


pleased with the united support assured 
him in his own county. While he would 
esteem it a great honor to represent the 
district in congress, he has, after careful 
consideration, decided that it is not best 
for him to enter into a contest, and there- 
fore announces that he will cot become a 
candidate. 


It will be noted that Senator Law- 


rence's statement is guarded, but that he 
is sincere in making it is not to be doubt- 
ed. No speeciflc reason id given for his 
declining. The declaration is not abso- 
lutely negative language—the kind that 
precludes reconsideration. But in this 
city, and the same is true of Pittsfleld, 
the .first surprise was succeedtd by the 
most earnest feeling that Senator Law- 
rence must be made to reconsider his de- 
termination, and btill be a candidate. 
His Irieuds declare 
that he 
owes 


that to them. 
On this point North 


Adams men are a unit, and it is certain 
that the greatest pressure will be brought 
upon him to be Berkshire's candidate- 
Till that point is decided, there will be no 
good in speculating on the congressional 
outcome.

Breaks Out Again iti

Concord, Mass,, September 4.—The epi- 


demic of crime and blood, apparently rag- 
ing in New England now, broke out in 
fearful form here today and this town is 
horrifled by a ghastly crime that rivala 
the recent murders of Western Massa- 
chusetts and the murder in Connecticut 
for which Bonn! and Weeks are wanted. 


At noon today George S. Harris of 


Waltham shot and instantly hilled Mrs. 
George S. Butters at her home in this 
city. He then turned his smoking re- 


volver on aeon of Carleton T. Butters, 20 
years of age, shooting him twice in the 
face inflicting fatal wounds. 


The murderer then placed the revolver 


to his own forehead and fired, inflicting a 
dangerous and probably fatal -wound, al- 
though he still breathes. 


No motive can be ascribed for the terri- 


ble deed. It is thought that it may be a 
smouldering jealousy 
or an old-time 


grudge. The excitement in the city is 
Intense.

Chicago, Sept. 4.—Three women gave 


damaging evidence against the defen- 
dant in the Luetg-ert trial yesterday. 
They positively identified tho rings found 
in the vat as being the property of Mrs. 
Luctgeit, and said that they had seen 
th'em on her hands. 
One of them had 


talked with Mrs. Luetgert about the 
rings, and so felt sure that the rings 
found in the vat and those she saw on the 
fingers of Mrs. Luetgert were the same. 
The defense made an unsuccessful effort 
to break down the evidence of the thice 
women. 


The afternoon session was short, as 


.Tudge Tuthill desired to make a personal 
visit to the factory and see wh-ere the 
murder is said to have been committed 
He took with him one attorney from the 
side of the defense and one from the 
prosecution, and during their visit to 
the factory no other person was allowed 
around the premises. 


The only witness 
examin-ed at the 


afteinoon session was Carl Voelker, a 
chemist, who was employed by Luetgert 
from the fall oJ 1894 to December, 1895. 
Vo-elker testified that Luetgert engaged 
him first to make a chemical analysis 
of certain salts used in the preservation 
of meats. 
Subsequently Luetgert en- 


gaged him in the manufacture of a 
compound of permanganate of potash 
for the preservation of meats, but tht 
business did not succeed very well. Then 
the prisoner made him shipping clerk 
In the factory. 
The witness said that 


Luetgert never used caustic soda or 
potash in tttfe manufacture of sausage, 
and he never knew him to use arsenic 
in the factory. 
Tire witness described 


the process used in the business from the 
time raw meat is received until the 
manufacture of sausage is complete. He 
said that during the time he was em- 
ployed in the factory the vats in the 
basement were not used for any purpose. 


Voelker told the jury that on one oc- 


casion he saw Luetgert use violence to- 
ward his wife. 
She and another woman 


went into the office one afternoon, and 
Luetgert appeared to be in a rage. The 
witness was not In the office, but he saw 
Luetgert push his wife and her com 
panion out of t'.ir- door. 
Mrs. Luetgcr 


and the lady with her hurried aw a> 
much excited, and he heard Mrs. Luet 
gcrt say: "He has a revolver and wii; 
shoot us."

London, Sept. 4.—News has been re- 


ceived li&re of the loss of four lives oft 
the coast of Scotland. Pour skiffs left 
Fair Islo, lictween the Orkney and Shet- 
land islands, on Thursday, to barter 
produce with passing vessels. The skiffs 
\vere overtaken by a gale, but two suc- 
ceeded In returning safely. The other 
tv,-o were missing throughout the night, 
but one was found in the morning. In it 
were the bodies of four men, and the 
other thrpe occupants v* er^ almost dead 
from exhaustion. The remaining In at 
has not been t-esn, and It >'s believed that j 
its occupants, four in number, have all j 
been drowned.

Columbus, O., Sept 4.— The end of the 


great miners' strike is In sight. Tester- 
flay afternoon the national executive 
board of the United Mine Workers agreed 
to recommend to the miners a proposition 
Irom the Plttsburg- operators for a 
straight price of 65 rents a tin/ to con- 
tinue in t'on e until the end of the year. 
A delegate i onvention of all miners who 
have suspended work has been called to 
meet In Columbus Srpt 8 at 10 p. m., to 
act upon the recommendation. 


President Ratehfrrd and the other 


members of the board say there is not 
the Bllrhtest doubt but that the miners 
will approve the recommendation. The 
proposition dcas not involve arbitration, 
and in effect provides for an immediate 
settlement of the strike. Jlatchf srd said 
last ni's;ht that there were special reas- 
ons for the board recommending the 
proposition. In tho first place it con- 
cedes the miners a material advance. 
Had a 69-cent rate been secured he was 
confident it could not have been main- 
tained for morn than 70 days. The prop- 
osition does away with all tire uncer- 
tainties of arbitration and will bring 
the strike to a speedy termination. As 
soon as the miners ratify the proposi- 
tion work wll! be resumed in all the 
mines. In the second place the proposi- 
tion provides for a revival of the joint 
conferences for the adjustment of prices. 
The operators are pledged to meet with 
the miners prior to the termination of 
the agreement and determine the. rate 
of mining for the next year. Both the 
members >of the miners' executive board 
and theopei ators' committee are pleased 
over the outcome of the conference, and 
feel that public sentiment will sustain 
their action. 


Yesterday the operators' committee 


renewed the first proposition for a 64- 
cent rate pending arbitration. This was 
a^ain refused by the miners' board. 
Then the operators get together and 
submitted a new proposition for a 
straight price of 65 cents, and after a 
long discussion It was accepted by the 
miners, but subject to the approval of 
the miners at large. 


In a circular calling the convention, 


the executive board says: "At this time 
it is deemed advisable for the reason 
that previsions are made in the uni- 
formity agreement 
now pending in 


Pittsburg, and which, it is expected, will 
be operative in that district on and af- 
ter Jan. 1, 1S9S, to arbitrate the question 
of relative differential between pick and 
machine mining, which will, we antici- 
pate, do ranch toward furnishing- us 
with more lel'able data of that question 
f han we possess at present, and to that 
extent will lie beneficial to us in settling 
questions as between machine and pick

At the Bottom of the Peep Sea. 


The bottom of the deep sea is indeed, 


entirely screened from th3 warmth anri 
light of the sun by the intervening mass 
of water. 
On Innd we often experience 


that the intervention of clouds, whioh are 
simply steam or divided masses of water, 
results in gloom and a foil of tempera- 
ture. This effect is infinitely moro intense 
nt the bottom of the ocean, between wbidi 
and the sun there is interposed, not only 
for n day or two, a layer of cloud, but for- 
ever a volume of water often several miles 
thick. 
Even at lo fathoms from tho sur- 


face the liglit is much subdued, producing 
toore tho appearance of pnle moonlight 
than of sunlight, and experiments uiudo 
with very sc-nsitivo photographic plates in I 
tho clear water of the lake of Geneva 
have shown that sunlight does not pena- 
trate to a grenter depth there _than 155 
fathoms. In the ocean and in the tropics, 
where sunshine is most intense, no light 
penetrates beyond a depth of 200 fathoms. 
Below this all is dnvk 


The nun's heat, l!k« its light, is also cut 


off troni the ocean depths in the same 
manner. A cousin of the writer found 
tint in tho buy ot Bengal There is a fall of 
teini.Trutim-amounting to about 1 degree 
F. lor every tt'n fathoms from the surface 
that the thermometer sinks. 
At 200 


fathoms he iuis found that the thermome- 
ter stands ;:!! tho year round at 63 F., nnd 
at 3.UOO fathoms it constantly registers 
about 35 degrees F., or close upon freezing 
I oint. It is curious to noto that as we 
riFO in the air, in bullootis or on mountain 
elopes, tho temperature fails as we wso, 
nnd the s-aiiio occurs as we dive into tho 
depths of tho ocean, bet in mini's the 
heat incrasscs us we descend.—Chambers' 
Journal

A Quaint Old Ceremonial Performed Trl- 


ennially In London. 


Only ocoe In three years does thecninlnt 


old ceremonial of the beating of the tower 
bounds (duly observed on Ascension day 
this your) take place. In the quiet, tree 
planted quadrangle against the white tow- 
era posso of yeoman warders assembled 
in their ful! uniform of scarlet, decorated 
with tho Tudor device of the rose, sham- 
rock and thistle united, with ruffs and 
rosettes, and being joined by Lieutenant 
General Godfrey Clerk, lieutenant of the 
tower, they filed Into the historic chapel 
of St. Peter ad Vlnoulo, where Anne Bo- 
leyn and Catherine Howard lie buried. 
Here a short service was held, and than a 
procession was formed, led by the chief 
warder, bearing his staff of office, on whioh 
Is mounted a silver model of the white 
tower, and tho high constable of the lib- 
erties of the tower. Then came the chil- 
dren of tho garrison school—boys and 
girls—all armed with white peeled rods 
wherewith to boat the bounds. 


Among the escort of warders was Yeo- 


man Jailer Sweeney, bearing the axe of 
state. This hale old beefeater enjoys tho 
distinction of being the oldest servant of 
her majesty in the diamond jubilee year. 
He entered the service In February, 1837, 
and so came in for duty at the proclama- 
tion, the coronation, tho reception of 
Prince Albert and the marriage of her maj- 
esty. 


Leaving the tower by the eastern draw- 


bridge, the procession went up Tower hill 
and round Trinity square, and the beat- 
Ing of the stones was done with much 
merriment. One boundary stone happens 
to be situated on the promises of a firm of 
wine merchants, whose hospitable custom 
it is to regale the children with buns and 
lemonade and tho warders with strong 
waters. In the early years of the eight- 
eenth century it was provided that the 
children) were to be rewarded with half- 
penny rolls and ale and tho adults with 
"wine, bread, butter, sage nnd radioes." 
Subsequently the procession divided In 
order to bent the bounds and the outer 
liberties of the tower, which stretch as far 
as Eishopgate street without and Welloloso 
square, whcie up to a year or so ago the 
Tower liberty had its separate magisterial 
jurisdiction, and there the courthouse still 
elands.—St. James Budget. 


While You Walt.

died out. We are glad that experience 
teaches us that this is as true of those 
sotiools that depend on states and muni- 
cipalities for their support as of those 
schools that have endowment funds and 
look to private benefaction. The ilox- 
bury

school, the Boston Latin 


school, the Hopkins Grammar school are 
among the very oldest of our institutions. 
Their history dates from a period an- 
terior to most of the existing dynasties of 
Europe. 
The men and women who are to do 


your work here are to do it with the ad- 
vantage of two of the mightiest stimulants 
that can affect the soul. They have the 
stimulant of a noble scenery, and the 
stimulant of a noble example. 
Some 


English clergyman, I think it was Arch- 
bishop Tait, said: "I am sure that the 
general eflect of looking day after day 
upon a hideous building is debasing,—I 
will not say demoralizing." And I have 
sometimes thought that that waa true as 
to the effect on the spirit of dwelling amid 
tame scenery. But 
Berkshire county 
seems, certainly to Massachusetts eyes, 
the most beautiful spot on earth. 
1 have been in my day something of a 
traveler. I have seem many famous places 
on the earth's surface. But 1 think the 
planet has nowhere a spot more lovely or 
nearer to our conception of Arcadia than 
Berkshire county and the region lying 
north and Houth to the Sound and the 
Canada line. It owes much to nature. It 
owes much also to historic association 
and the hand of man. There can be no 
scenery perfectly beautiful without his- 
toric association, or without the charm 
which comes from the habitations of men. 
That community is specially fortunate 
which can look upon beautiful and coble 
scenery like this, whose features it can 
take into its own nature, and to whose 
i' atnr^s its own nature lias contributed. 
The landscape of New England IB almost 
as nuicn the product of the genius of her 
people as her 
towns 
and 
cities 


themselves. We do not often reflect how 
large a part of the effect of.any landscape 
comes trorn what is put into it by the 
hand of civilized man. 
Think of Berk- 


shire county as ii came, beautiful, but 
still a desert, from the hand of the 
Creator, even with its June glory on, or 
adorned with the richest tints of autumn, 
and then think of the same scenes, its 
valleys and hillsides covered with titled 
fields and waving corn and herds of 
beautiful cattle, and the spires of the 
churches and the smoke of liuman 
dwellings rising to the sky, where is 
heard the lowing of kine and the sound of 
church bells, as George Herbert says, 
"ueard beyond the stars," and the music 
of children's voices. And after all, the 
best scenery is but a framework in which 
the gazer finds the reflection of his soul. 
"Within pur souls the real landscape lies, 
There rise our Al; s—there smile our 


southern skies; 


There winds the true Ilyssus, by whose 


stream 
We cull the hyacinth andMnvite the 
dream." 


But better than the shadow of a lofty. 


mountain is the influence of a lofty soul. 
These mountains, these Berkshire hills, 
these valleys of the Hoosac and the Hous- 
atonie have been made famous as the. 
dwelling place of the greatest American • 
teachers. There have been other men more- 
successful in gettinglaiee endowments, or 
attracting pupils in large numbers, there, 
have been men greater .in administration 
and with greater attainments in, Bouolar-- 
ship upon the illustrious roll of our New- 
England college presidents than Mark 
Hopkins. Eut for the personal power of 
teacher over pupil I suppose we have 
'never had his superior or his equal* We 
!iave never had his superior in tl»e influ- 
ence of a great personality. I do not sup- 
pose his theology or his metaphysical be- 
liefs are likely very long to retain tLeir- 
hold upon the intellect of the country. 
But his influence upon the nieu who have,] 
been the leaders of its best thought, and 
through them on the moral life of the* 
people will abide. There may have been 
profounder plilosophy, but nowhere a 
a loftier faith than his. The horizon of' 
Mark Hopkins may have been narrow, 
but he was as far-sighted as the farthest 
toward the zenith. 


President Hopkins belonged to that 
class In which Emerson included himself 
in the pbra&ewhich sums up the whole- 
function of the teacher,— 
''The helper of thosa who would live by 


the spirit." 


This is what I hope the pupils of your 
school are to be. You will fit them to be- 
come teachers in the common schools, 
which is your special object. Some of 
them will take their places in special in- 
stitutions where men are to be fitted for 


petitors the foremost and most illustrious 
citizen of Massachusetts—penetrates the 
barbarism of Turkey on a mission of 
peace—another and a better R6d Cross 
knight; when. Clara Leonard reforms and 
reorganizes our institutions of charity; or 
when Miss Johnson wakes again 
the

public." Aa he died to make men Uoly, 
so we die to make them free." Some 
people call these things philanthropy. I 
call them a higher arm purer and better 
politics. 


Butthere is another sphere in, which the 


women of Massachusetts always have had 
and always will have a large and import- 
ant and most precious influence upon the 
public life of 4he stats and of the country, 
i-'or this I hope thejteachers educated t.e« 
and the scholars whom they will educate 
will be fully aud specially fitted. I mean 
the part taken by woman as the compan- 
ion, the counselor, the support aud the 
consolation ot men who are charged with 
the high aud difficult responsibilities of 
state. I hope every teacher trained in 
North Adams will ba well acquainted 
with the great examples of this influence. 
Whatever plans or vows of celibacy may 
prevail amuug the young ladies who get 
on to your catalog, I suspect a large 
number of them will get married. The 
microbe or bacillus of matrimony cannot 
be kept out by auy diet or exterminated 
by any doctor. The character of ttie 
wives of the meu who govern the state 
has had as muoh to do with, the history of 
the state as the character of the hus- 
bands. 


.Let the teachers wlio are trained here 


know thoroughly the noble stories of 
what womanhood has done for mankind 
iu the great crises ot human alfdirs, not. 
only by woman's wit, but oy woman's 
love and woman's truth. They will know 
the story of Portia, where Saakespeare, 
the great, delineator of human character, 
wheu he desirtd to introduce into that 
matchless sceiie which the world kiiowii 
by heart, the judgment which cut the 
knot which had puzzled the lawyers and 
doctors, placed a woman upon tiie judg- 
ment seat. But they will know belter 
tUe story of the Pilgrim Mothers, of whom 
theie is no record that one flinched la t..d 
teirible trial of that urat winter, when, 
as haa been BO well said, 
they 
no& 


only had to endure everything that the 
Pilgrim Fathers endured, but they had 
to endure the Pilgrim Fathers them- 
selves in addition. JJriug them up on the 
fatory ol the women of the ltevolauon,and 
oi the war for the Union, who gave uus- 
baiid and son and brother aud lover to 
the cmuse of the country—cheerlully us 
they went to their bridal. Tell them 
,about the wife of Judge Croke, who gava 
the opinion in favor of liberty, in the 
.great case between Charles I and John 
Hampden. lie was about to determine in 
favor of the crown. He was reproached 
lor hie baseness by hia wife. Says Nugent:

We have 
since bought and now hold lands adjoin- 
ing those of the normal school with a 
view to the future requirements of that 
institution. We have built an addition to 
the Church Ktrr-et school for the practice 
in teaching of the normal school students. 
We expended last year for new school 
houses §100,000 and shall expend a like 
sain the present year. 


But, while I have alluded to this mater- 


ial aid-as indicating oor appreciation of 
the advantage to us of thia normal nciiool 
in raising our level of educational acquire* 
ment, and, through its teachers ana stu- 
d»ntg, of our social and community life, I 
am fully aware that this is of iuadequale 
advantage to the acholary life and needs 
of a normal school. More essential than 
all this is the atmosphere of high and 
aspiring scholarship to stimulate the en- 
deavors of suoh a seat of learning. 


And this essential aid we fee! an ability 


to furnish. Of all New England colleges, 
Williams college has held,most firmly to 
our original college idea. While the in- 
fluence of German learning has fo&tered 
elsewhere a desire for a university devel- 
opment and a specialized culture, Wil- 
liams college has held true to the early 
conception of collegiate usefulness as giv- 
ing a general training and information to 
the mind, fitting its graduates to enter 
with advantage upon such special studies 
and pursuits as they may alterward se- 
lect. Its success in this endeavor has been

aris. Their education will give them and, 
through them, their pupils knowledge oi 
boots, and give many of them fitness for 
the employments of practical life. But it 
is as the holper to those who would live by 
the spirit that the Massachusetts (cache':' 
should be best known. When Edward 
Everett was minister to England lie. 
searched in vain through London for a 
trace of the family of John Harvard, a 
discovery whicti lias been made lately, 
through the industry of Mr. Waters. Mr. 
Everett was unsuccesslul, except lh.it he 
saw one day in the street, somewhere I 
think in tho borough of Southwark, this 
sign over a door—John Harvard, lamp- 
maker. That seems to sum it ail up, after 
all. This school, this building, this endow- 
ment, are but for lue training of lamp- 
makers. 
1 am told that this is to be a school for 
the training of teachers of both sexes.. 
If this be true, of course far the larger 
share of it is to belong to women. You 
are to make good women of your pupils, 
and to teach them the secret of making 
good women of theirs. Whatever we 
may think of the movement for what is 
called women rights—whether you be- 
lieve as I do, that there never will be a 
perfect republic until the vote of the wife 
and mother is counted in determining its 
administration, you will, I am sure, all 
agree-with Emerson who, when'the ques- 
tion was put, What is i civilization? said: 
"I answer, the power of good'rwomen."

I do not know how it may be in other 
countries. I Jo not; know to what influ- 
ences the faults or the virtues of their 
great public characters may be chiefly 
due. But this I do know: That if there 
be anything honorable or great or meful 
in American or English public life, as ex- 
hibited by the statesmen of the repub ic, 
or ot the mother tountry, it is largely 
because they have uad their training1 
from Americanj^or English mothers, and 
tueir support and reward iu the com- 
panionship aud love of American and- 
.English wives. The great French political 
philosopher, De Tocqueville, says: "I 
have frequently observed the domestic in 
fluencegraduully transforminga man,nat- 
urally generous, nob!e, and unselfish, into, 
a cowardly, commonplace, place-huatiog 
ofBce-seeker, thinking [of public business 
only as the moans of niakiug himself com- 
fortable, and this simply by daily contact 
with a well-conducted woman, a faithful 
wile, and an excellent mother, but, irom 
«.hose mind, the grand notion of poblic. 
,-.*.. uta ,i.>'«nt.Ii-»Vv at-mftnfc.-1 
rPhifi/mmv*hA-. 


It has bceu felt this latest offspring 


within the boundaries of the state, like an 
old man's child, had lost something of the 
characteristics which distinguished his 
uriine and vigor, and that those high 
ideals as to education and culture which 
earliest marked the quality of this com- 
monwealth had lost something of their 
lorce beyond the rugged barriea of thon 
encircling mountains which, among other 
more powerful causss, separated by 116 
years the settlement of our present county 
seat, despite its remarkable natural at- 
tractions, from the settlement oftipring- 
field in 1636, only 16 years after the land- 
ing at Plymouth Rock. 


And this feeling of absorption in mate- 


rial interests has I think been peculiarly 
held asrainst North Adams. 


Ifc is true wo have to struggle for a live- 


lihood arqid thess narrow valleys and 
somewhat sterile hills, with but little aid 
from oulaide capital and but little native 
meana, but in this protrated struggle 
there have been developed qualities of 
liitvdihood and enduring strength of pur- 
poss that have won the respect of mere> 
lavored sections, and have aided us to im- 
portant giving. And amid all this devo- 
tion to material ends and stubborn indus- 
try for the moans of life we-have always 
cherished as the secret purpose of onr 
hearts, a love and high appreciation for a 
liberal education and a broader mental 
life. As our means increased wo have ap- 
.propriatec. far our schools beyond the 
•measure of other public expenditxires, and 
"for many years have bad the satisfaction 
,.of knowing that tnese held an luuorabl? 
-rank among the public schools of she 
"state. 


excellence has been coastantlv advanc- 
ing. 


Sprung from one source with us, the he- 
roic enclosure of Fort Massachusetts, we, 
in onr humbler life "of noil .have always 
prized her higher ideal aud accomplish- 
ment, end have been every ready to bring 
our rough energies to her delonsc. 


So circumstanced we could rely upon 


her fraternal aid and fellowship. But, 
beyond this tie of feeling, we have in her 
distinguished president, Dr. 
Franklin 


Carter, a member of our state educational 
board. 
Not only by bis official trust, but, 


more by the undeviating course arid tenor 
of his life, tLis connection of Dr. Carter 
with our normal school means very mucli 
to it, aud to us whose hopes and interests 
are involved witli its career. 
Whatever 


broad culture and high purpose and tie- 
voted industry and conspicuous talent de- 
veloped by long experience arid a marked 
singleness of purpose and effacement of 
personal ends can bring ot value to a pul- 
lic office, Dr. Carter now brings to this 
normal school, and, beyoud this, he con- 
nects with it all the resources of Williams 
college. 


The future of course is uncertain, and 


the sanguine eye of hope may see an hori- 
zon of too gilded hues, but with all allow- 
ance for uncertainties, J can but feel, and 
•inclosing say, that this normal school of 
Nortli Adams racss as alluring and prom- 
ising a future as this common human lot 
of ours could reasonably expect. I believe 
'it will live to <U1 fully its wide boundaries 
ol usefulness and influence, to be an 
honor to this home of its adoption, and to 
become a powerful aid to the higher life 


of this section and of this grand old 
commonwealth.
